LEINSTER COLLEGE 
OF IRISH 


AMERICAN INTEREST IN 


THE LANGUAGE 


In the presence of a large assembly of its 
students and their friends the inaugural meet- 
ing of the 52nd session of the Leinster College 
of Irish was held last evening at 39 Parnell 
square, Dublin. Judge Moonan presided. 
The Secretary 's report showed that the col- 
lege had another successful year, nearly one 
thousand students having registered. 
Professor Eoin MacNeill, D.Litt., delivered 
an address, “‘Thoughts about the teaching 
of Trish,” in the course of which he em- 
phasised that the three points to be aimed 
at should be the ‘habit of speaking, the 
acquiring of a real taste for the language, 
and correctness in speaking and writing Irish. 
The habit of speaking Irish, he said, should 
be cultivated without too much insistance on 
anything. With regard to love and taste for 
the language, the surest basis for that, he 
said, is the knowledge of Irish history, and 
me of Irish literature—what it was and 
what it was like from the earliest times. In 
addition to that, the niceties and beauties of 
the language itself should be impressed on 
the mind of learners, and as much poetry as 
— should be learned by heart. Among 
he many signs of increased interest in Irish 
in America, he mentioned the transfer of Dr.

CATTLE DEALER’S 
ACTION COMMENDED 
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EVIDENCE IN SMUGGLING 
CHARGE 
From Qurn CORRESPONDENT, 
DUNDALK, Friday. 


A clever move by a cattle-dealer was com- 
mended by District Justice Goff at Carling- 
ford (Co. Louth) District. Court to-day, when 
Eugene Magrath, of -Whitestown, Cooley, was 
charged with stealing two cattle, value for 
£18, the property of Joseph Kearney, and 
pleaded guilty. 

see, FIR McDonagh said that the 
facts were that on the 25th August Magrath 
took the cattle from a field and 
them fifteen miles to Dundalk, “where 
he hired a lorry to drive them to 
Ardee Fair. In the fair he sold them to 
Philip McArdle, a cattle-dealer, for £15. 
MeArdle, instead of paying the money over 
to Magrath, became suspicious, and handed 
the money to Sergeant Cole, to be paid to 
Magrath if he could prove that the cattle 
were his own and honestly come by. Sergeant 
Cole questioned the man, but was unable to 
find that any cattle were stolen. He held the 
money. Five days later Mr. Kearney missed 
the cattle from his farm, and reported the 
matter to the Guards. . 

District Justice Goff said that he had to 
highly commend McArdle for his clever move. 
If he had paid the money he would have lost 
it completely. 

Superintendent McDonagh said the accused 
man was not long out of a reformatory, to 
which he had been sent in the hope of curing 
him of a propensity for larceny and house- 
breaking. That had not been a success. 

The Justice remanded him for a fortnight 
in Mountjoy, with a view to a report as to 
his suitability for Borstal, and said he would 
then send him before the Circuit Judge to be 
dealt with. In a country like this cattle- 
stealing was a very serious crime.

served by recent discussions of Dub- 
lin’s new Traffic and Parking Bye 
Laws in the /rish Times. Threatened with 
drastic limitations upon the freedom ‘which

One section of the plans and proposals 
which were then outlined revived a scheme 
for a wide central highway from Mary 
street to Dame street via a new Liffey cross- 
ing to replace the present Metal Bridge, 
which was propounded in the J/rish Times 
twenty-five years ago, then approved of by 
the Municipal Council, and partially given 
effect to by the initiation of Liffey street 
widening—but subsequently suspended under 
financial pressure during the European War.

Subject to speedy planning pro- 
eedure such a reference might be quite un- 
objectionable; but if, as would seem tn be 
highly probable, a decision is to be deforred 
until a complete plan of Dublin is prepared, 
the consequences may be very serious, indeed.

While a river 
crossing at Guild Street would at once relieve 
traffic pressure on O'Connell Bridge and Butt 
Bridge and on their connecting overcrowded 
streets, no corresponding relief would be
